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The Power of Suggestion 


'N the field of mechanics we measure capacity by horse- 
] power. We increase the horsepower by increasing“the 

number of units producing that power. We have four, 
six, eight and twelve-cylindered automobiles. We have 
airplanes with three motors. “ 

In the field of business the mental power which drives 
any organization cannot be measured. .We may couple 
two motors of like capacity on a drive shaft and there is 
such a slight loss of efficiency that the total power gen- 
erated will be virtually double that of the single motor. 
But the “mind power” of twelve men as applied to a 
single activity isn’t twelve times the average mental 
power of one man, We can’t speak of Southern Pacific as 
a 100,000 mind-power railroad. But we'd like to. . The 
diffieulty is that the mechanical processes of human or- 
ganization aren’t as efficient in transmitting power as the 
shafts or cogs of a machine. 

But there is one “hook-up” of brain power in our great 
organization that can be immensely effective in producing 
better results in the field of transportation and public 
service. That is the suggestion, : 

‘There is an immeasurable reservoir of ideas in the 
60,000 or more employes on our Pacific Lines. Many sug- 
gestions are made, but the number is small as compared 
with the number that might well be made. Our officers 
are eager for new ideas. They welcome suggestions and, 
in fact, are actively, soliciting them. If anyone of us has 
an idea for improving service or methods, why not pass 
it on? 

Instead of idly saying “why don’t they do thus and so?” 
why not pass on the thought to the department con- 
cerned? 

Tf you have an idea that you think worth while in your 
own department, pass it on to your superior, either verb- 
ally or in a note. If he doesn’t think well of it, ask-him 
why. If it isn’t a good idea yon will learn something in 
the explanation of that fact. And if you have a good idea 
and you have confidence in it, a little persistence and tact 
will do a lot in putting it over in those occasional :in- 
stances where a supervisor isn’t open to conviction. 

The good supervisory officer.stands out-in the way he 
receives and passes on suggestions.. A big man always 
gives credit to those under him, for the ability of a man 
is reflected by the character of his organization. 

Many a man has. gained ‘attention and. has. climbed 
ahead through the leverage of good ‘suggestions. Pe 

If your suggestion means the’ elimination of your :own 
job, don’t worry. You will be well taken ‘care of.

REAMS of the.future with plans for “Air Castles” 

D ‘are .a‘part of the average person’s early thoughts in 

life,’ ‘There is the hope that in the future we will 

be able‘to. retire from our arduous duties, real or imagin- 

ary, to.a:life free from the task of earning our daily 
bread, and other responsibilities. 

On January-1, 1908, the action of the Board of Directors 
of Southern Pacific in putting into effect the present pen- 
sion :’system,. was the first step toward: bringing to a 
reality many of the employes’ dreams. Since the pension 
system was established, approximately 3000 employes 
have been retired under its provisions and about $8,000,000 
have been paid in pensions to date. On January 1, 1928, 
there were 1444 employes on the pension roll enjoying the 
benefits made possible by the pension plan. 

Persons from nearly every nation of the globe have 
been in the employ and retired under the pension. system 
of the Company. The dreams of some of them have been 
realized by being able to return, following retirement, 
to the lands of their birth, including

China, West Indies, Austria, Italy, 
Norway, Germany, Belgium, England, 
Ireland, Australia, Mexico and Ha- 
waiian Islands, Their monthly pen- 
sion checks are forwarded -to them at 
these points. The majority of em- 
ployes retired have remained in their 
accustomed places on the Pacific 


Coast, although some have returned: 


to their birth places in various parts 
of this country. 

Those retired on pension, in addi- 
tion to receiving a monthly allow- 


ance, are given medical attention, con- 
sisting of office treatment and medi- 
cines. free of cost, as well as receiv- 
ing system annual pass for self, wife 
and dependent minor sons and daugh- 
ters; also trip transportation over 
foreign lines. These benefits have 
often made it possible for those re- 
tired to carry out the plans made in 
early life.

Retirement from railroad service 
does not in-all cases mean the ceasing 
of activities for many of our veterans. 
Some feel that, in order to keep men- 
tally and physically alert, they must 
be occupied, and have engaged in 
lines of business suitable to their 
tastes, such as real estate and insur- 
ance. Foremost among these are: 
W. H. Russell, former master me- 
chanie; F. H. Reed, former pay- 
master; A. F. Hess, former secretary 
Board of Pensions; and George E. 
Muller, conductor. Donald McIntyre, 
retired foreman car inspector, is post- 
master at Yuma, Arizona.- Since re- 
tirement, W. T, Rowen, auditor freight 
accounts, has engaged in auditing 
work. Frank V. Carman, retired su- 
perintendent of the mills at West 
Osakiand, and who was often called 
“Edison of the §. P.” because of his 
numerous successful inventions, owns 
and operates an apartment house in 
Oakland. Several others are in the 
same business. 

Other employes in outlying towns 
have been elected to public office, 
while still others have accepted dif- 
ferent kinds of outside work.

Alpheus ..G. :Fell, 
former mayor of 


Ogden and at-one’ 


time superinten- 
dent of ‘the Salt 
Lake Division. 
During his later 
years Mr. Fell 
was prominently 
connected with 
the civic and business affairs of the 
city he made his home for so many 
years. He is credited with conceiving 
and bringing about the development 
of Ogden’s artesian well system. 

Mr. Fell entered upon his raifroad 
career as a telegrapher in 1863 for 
the Grand Trunk. He was a little 
later freight agent and train dis- 
patcher for the Union Pacific, and in 
1868 became chief dispatcher for the 
Central Pacific, now a part of the 
Southern Pacific. That was the year 
before the “last spike” was driven at 
Promontory, and, on that memorable 
day in May, 1869, Mr. Fell was one of 
the men who took a part in flashing 
the telegraphic signal over the coun- 
try that the first transcontinental 
railroad was a reality, In 1879 he 
was appointed superintendent of the 
Salt Lake Division, which position he 
resigned to enter business in Ogden 
in 1888. 

Besides his widow, Mr. Fell is sur- 
vived by the following children: Mrs, 
Carrie M. Gillette and Miss Winifred 
Fell of Ogden, Mrs, Gilbert W. Lillie 
of Palo Alto, and Mrs. Edward E. 
Niehaus of Berkeley. He is the grand- 
father of Gilbert Gillette, assistant 
head file clerk in the superintendent's 
office at Ogden.

RTHUR V. ANDERSON, for 11 
years chief clerk at San Pedro, 
has been appointed agent for the 
Company at that station. He suc- 
ceeds Harry M. Read, who retired 
from active service December 31, 
after 47 years and 5 months with the 
Company. 

Anderson started his railroad work 
with the Company in 1907 as a relief 
agent and telegrapher, working at 
numerous stations for three years.

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ARUE continued to operate his 
L boats, the Oakland and San An- 
tonio, but, after the railroad line 
was extended to San Antonio, he 
could not meet the competition for 
traffic, and sold the two boats to the 
railroad company on March 18, 1865. 
They were continued on the run from 
Larve’s Wharf at San Antonio to the 
railroad company’s wharf in San 
Francisco at Broadway on Davis 
Street.* 

With the sale of the Larue boats 
and the transfer of Minturn’s boats to 
temporary service with the railroad 
company, the first epoch in the his- 
tory of the Oakland and Alameda fer- 
ries was brought to a close in 1865. 
After that date the important ferry 
lines were operated in connection with 
railroad service. 

If other lines of communication 
existed during the period just con- 
sidered, they were not of enough im- 
portance to receive mention among 
the news items of the day. 

During this period a ferry service 
was being conducted across Carquinez 
Straits between Martinez and Benicia. 
This boat was succeeded in 1851 by 
the fone, which Captain Oliver C, 
Coffin put in service. It had been 
carrying passengers across the San 
Joaquin River between Antioch and 
Collinsville, being propelled by horse- 
power, but Coffin fitted it up with a 
steam engine. The Carguincz took 
this run in July, 1854, but was de- 
clared unsafe and her engine was 
transferred to a new boat, the 
Benicia, which continued running 
between Martinez and Benicia until 
1879, when’ the service was discon- 
tinued.” 


Sacramento River Boats 

A “eranky” little ‘side-wheel craft, 
known. -as the Sitka, was the first 
steamboat on San Francisco Bay and 
the first to navigate the. Sacramento 
River.. It-.was. purchased from a 
Russian company of Sitka, Alaska; by 
Captain William “A. Leidesdorff and was

Yerba Buena Island and, on Novem- 
ber 15, 1847, steamed away on its 
trial trip. 

Captain Leidesdorff did not overlook 
the importance of the maiden trip of 
his little steamboat, heralding as it 
did the coming of an era of world 
shipping and inland commerce which 
was to develop prosperity in the San 
Francisco Bay district. On the bow 
of the boat he mounted a gun, from 
which was fired an occasional salute 
as the steamer plowed its way around 
Goat Island. 

The first trip was a complete suc- 
cess and a few days later a business 
trip was made to Alviso, where at 
that time connection was made by 
stage with Santa Clara. A trip was 
also made to Sonoma. 


Epochal Voyage 

Then came the one great voyage of 
the Sitka’s short career—the jong- 
anticipated trip toe Sacramento. This 
trip took six days and seven hours. 
One of the passengers saved the odd 
hours by leaving the boat at one of 
its stops along the river and walking 
into Sacramento. No better time was 
made on the return trip. It is re- 
lated that a freight team of oxen 
which left Sacramento at the same 
time as the little steamer reached 
Benicia four days ahead of the river 
voyagers. 

Even that seemingly slow time was 
not so bad for the early days. A 
round trip by schooner or other small 
sailing craft from San Franciseo to 
New Helvetia, or Sutter’s Fort, as 
Sacramento was then called, took 
from two to six weeks, depending on 
the kindness of the winds and tide. 

Not long after her return to San 
Francisco, the Sitka was swamped dur- 
ing a gale February 12, 1848, while 
lymg at anchor, and was sunk about 
where Battery Street is now. It was 
raised and hauled ashore -by oxen to 
Montgomery. Street. There it was 
overhauled and:the hull converted into 
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a. small schooner, which was named 
the Rainbow,'and later saw consider- 
able service on the river.” 

PYobably the first vessel of any 
size to‘navigate the Sacramento River 
‘the -schooner Isabella of the Hud- 
son Bay Company, which spent eight 
days on the river in 1839, affording 
the inhabitants of Sutter’s Fort a 
thrill and’ causing considerable won- 
derment as to the reason for the 
visit. 

Later Captain Sutter kept a 
schooner of 17 tons which he used for 
trading and to bring letters and news 
from Yerba Buena, as San Francisco 
was at one time known. He also had 
an open-yacht-boat, the White Pinnace, 
used in trading on the upper part of 
the river. When the wind was not 
vight this boat was rowed by eight 
Indians. 

The first steam-propelled vessel to 
enter San Francisco Bay was the 
Califernia on February 28, 1849. The 
excursion of the Oregon from San 
Francisco to Benicia and back on 
April 12 of the same year was the 
first trip by a steam vessel of any 
size into the interior waters of the 
bay. 


Rush to “Diggings” 


With the discovery of gold and the 
rush from all corners of the globe to 
the “promised land” of California, 
there was a clamor for any kind of 
transportation to the “diggings.” Men 
paid liberally for the privilege of 
working their way up to Sacramento 
on the river boats. Naturally, the 
passenger fares were high and ranged 
from §25 up, mostly up. 

During the summer of 1849 a num- 
ber of steamboat enterprises were on 
foot. In the rush to get the faster 
evafts into service, the chroniclers of 
early-day events became confused as 
to just which steamboat was second 
in sérvice to the Sitka. 

* The: Sacramento seems to have been 
the first boat advertised for regular 
service. It was launched at Sacra- 
mento in September, 1849, but was 
too weak ‘to withstand the winds and

waves of the bay. It ran between 
that city and New York-of-the-Pacific, 
a town located near the mouth of the 
San Joaquin River. There connection 
was made with the schooner James L. 
Day, and others, for San Francisco. 
Captain John Van Pelt of the Sacra- 
mento is credited with being the first 
steamboat captain on the river. 


Second Steamboat 


Bancroft, in his history, is of the 
opinion that the Washington, launched 
at Benicia in August, 1849, was the 
second river steamer. It made only 
a few trips below and above Sacra- 
mento before it was sunk. It is also 
claimed that the Edward Everett, Jr, a 
wheeled, flat-bottomed boat, deserves 
the distinction of being the second 
steamboat, 

The latter boat was the property of 
the “Boston and California Mining 
and Trading Joint Stock Company,” 
an expedition of New Englanders 
who sailed from Boston January 11, 
1849, and arrived at San Francisco 
July 6,.on the Edward Everett, a full- 
rigged ship of about 800 tons burden. 
The company selected Benicia for its 
headquarters and, on July 10, the 
Edward Everett moored alongside the 
marsh opposite the point at which the 
city of. Benicia at that time was ex- 
pected-to rise and rival San Francisco 
in wealth and importance. 

During the long trip around the 
Horn, the framework of the little 
steamboat, Edward Everett, Jr, was 
fitted together and the engine and 
boiler put in working order. Several 
barges were built and other prepara- 
tions made so there would.be no delay 
in making a dash for the gold fields. 

The day after arriving at Benicia 
the expedition started up the -river. 
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It consisted of four barges and two 
surf boats heavily laden with stores 
and men. Writing in the Century 
Magazine of 1892, Willard B, Farwell, 
secretary of the company and a pas- 
senger on one of the barges, related: 

“There was no sign of human habi- 
tation until, as we rounded a bend in 
the river, the tents and shanties of 
Sacramento came into view. The city 
of Sacramento was at that time but 
little more than a busy, thriving camp, 
along the river and on the line of 
what is now Front Street. Heaps of 
merchandise were scattered along the 
river bank. Teams of every descrip- 
tion and pack trains were constantly 
loading and departing for the mines. 
Excitement prevailed everywhere and 
was written in the expression of every 
face. Food was scarce. A wagon 
load of potatoes and onions arriving 
from the Mission of San Jose was 
speedily disposed of at a dollar a 
pound. Many months elapsed before 
we again indulged in these Juxuries,” 

In the meantime work on the 
Eddeard Everett, Jr, was progressing at 
Benicia. The keel had been laid on 
July 18 and she was launched on 
August 12, Three days later a trial 
trip was made and,:on August 17, she 
started on her first voyage up ‘the 
river, : s 


“We reached ‘Sacramento -on the: 


early morning of ‘the. 19th,” .-wrote 
Farwell. “The. steam’ -whistle:: was 


sounded : ‘on approaching, and “the. 
whole camp was soon assembled upon

fires had gone out under the boilers 
of the little Pioneer.” 

The Yuba, a scow intended for 
dredging, was pressed into service 
about that time on the upper river be- 
tween Marysville and Yuba City. 

During October and November of 
1849 three of the most notable early 
river boats came on the scene. Octo- 
ber 9 the Mint, a small, careening, yet 
fast craft, made her first trip from 
San Francisco to Sacramento. Then 
followed the propeller McKim of 326 
tons burden, the first large steam 
vessel on the river, which had come 
around the Horn from New Orleans. 
It drew eight feet of water and doubt 
was expressed if it could ascend the 
river as far as Sacramento, which 
point it did reach. October 27. 

Senator Fine Boat 

The Senator, a fine steamer of 755 
tons burden, reached Sacramento No- 
vember 8... Because of: the ‘sluggish- 
ness of the McKim, the Senator soon 


took its place as‘the most ‘popular 
boat .on the river... During.the first 


year the net profits -of :this ‘boat :ex-

In 1865 the New World was sold by 
the California Steam Navigation Com- 
pany to Captain Thomas Lyle, he 
backing his word with a heavy bond 
that the famous old boat would not 
ply on California waters for ten years. 
She then saw service on the Colum- 
bia River and Puget Sound. A few 
years later she found her way back to 
San Francisco Bay and was sold to 
the California Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany. Suit was brought against her 
for breach of contract. The case 
dragged along in the court until after 
the “Cal-P” became a part of the Cen- 
tral Pacific, when she was again al- 
lowed. to go back into service.

Central Pacific on River 


For several years the California 
Steam Navigation Company flourished 
and its boats did the bulk of the pas- 
senger and freight business on the 
Sacramento River. Then, with the 
completion of the railroad to San 
Francisco Bay, the passenger busi- 
ness of the river boats fell off. Be- 
fore long they were virtually reduced 
to mere freight carriers, with dimin- 
ished profits and importance. In 
April, 1871, the boats were purchased 
by the California Pacific Railroad 
Company and the original company 
went out of existence. 

In July, 1878, the Central Pacific 
was operating 29 of the former Cali- 
fornia Steam Navigation Company 
steamers on the river and 20 barges. 
These boats had been purchased in 
December, 1872, from the leased lines 
of the California Pacific, One of the 
barges was the Sanz Antonio, which 
fifteen years before made its maiden 
trip on the San Francisco-San An- 
tonio (Oakland) ferry run for the 
Larue Line, 


During the succeeding years this

Keen Interest Is Shown 
By Employes In 
Safety Work 


URING 1927 employes in all 

branches of the service continued 
to take keen interest in accident pre- 
vention. A total of 4482 suggestions 
were made by employes in promoting 
safety work, of which 3352, or 75 per 
cent, were approved by the Safety 
Committees, 700 did not meet with ap- 
proval and 480 were still pending at 
the end of the year. 

The Et Paso General Shops and 
Stores led in the number of sugges- 
tions offered, 742 suggestions being 
presented te this committee. The 
Portland Division led the Operating 
Divisions with 458 suggestions. 

Safety committees are composed of 
division and general shops and stores 
officers and employes from each 
banch of the service. There is a com- 
mittee on each division and in each 
general shop, and meetings are held 
monthly and bi-monthly to receive 
suggestions and devise ways and 
means of maintaining the highest de- 
gree of safety in the operation of 
trains and steamers to safeguard em- 
ployes and the public. Meetings are 
of the utmost importance, bringing 
together officers and employes, whose 
ideas are exchanged, discussed and 
formulated into such shape as ‘to 
minimize the hazard of accident. 

During the year 166 safety com- 
mittee meetings were held, attended 
by. 6361 committeemen and visitors, 
177- papers on accident prevention 
were read: by safety committeemen, 
and reports received to the effect that 
58;143° employes were talked:to in-

New gasoline motor-driven self-propelling electric crane which is being used by the Stores Department in 
supply train service, greatly facilitating and speeding up the handling of heavy matetials and scrap 


Electric Crane With Supply Train 


HAT is considered the first 

WV gasoline motor-driven  self- 

propelling electric crane to 
be placed in service by a railroad 
Stores Department is being operated 
on the Pacific Lines. The crane has 
been used in the supply train service 
over various divisions and has. proven 
its efficiency, according to A. S. 
MeKelligon, general storekeeper. It 
is mounted on four 110-pound rails 
laid on a flat car and is used to load 
scrap and unload new materiat at 
local terminals or stores. 

The boom has a radius of 30 feet 
with an adjustable ten-foot section to 
give 40- foot radius when desired. It 
is raised and lowered by cable from 
boom drum. The 40-foot boom has a 
capacity of 1500. pounds at 40-foot, 
radius and maximum. 12,700 pounds 


at 12-foot radius; the 80-foot boom 
has capacity of 38400 and 13,000 
pounds respectively at 80 and 12-foot 
radius. The tail swing is seven feet 
four inches and will permit crane to 
swing 90 degrees to clear cars on 
adjacent track when spaced 13 feet 
center to center. 

The gasoline-driven, four-cylinder 
motor has 1000 RPM capacity and is 
coupled direct to a compound-wound 
generator which has 54% kilowatts, 
22 amperes, 250 volts capacity. The 
motor has a self-starter and the gen- 
erated power is operated through a 
250-volt control. Gas is supplied the 
motor from a 100-gallon tank made of 
16-pound galvanized iron, It is 
riveted and soldered and has a sight 
gauge. The.magnet is 36-inch di- 
ameter and 250 volts capacity,

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How to Ventilate Perishable Freight 


By RG, Facan 


Superintendent of Freight Protection : 


8-an.aid to‘the shipper’ of fruits, | 
melons and vegetables ‘in plac ; 


ing his’ consignments -on ‘the 
marketin sound condition, the -gov- 
erning tariffs provide for accessorial 
“protective” service such as heat, 
refrigeration and’ ventilation’ to’ re- 
tard‘ or hasten, as may be desired, the 
degree of ripeness, 

Each class of protective service 
presents its difficulties from an oper- 
ating standpoint, aggravated some- 
what from lack of time due to ra- 
pidity. with which perishable freight 
must be transported. Only a short 
time is allowed at terminals, icing 
stations and inspection points for the 
numerous operations which must be 
performed and so it becomes impor- 
tant that each function be timed that 
they may be performed in sequence, 
Compliance with the tariff definition 
of “Standard Ventilation” and main- 
tenance of an affirmative record of the 
performance are problems which have 
been very hard to solve without ere- 
ating an undue operating expense. 


Adjust the “Vents” 


When cars are billed ‘vents open” 
or “vents closed” to destination, a 
compliance with instructions is com- 
paratively an easy matter. The pro- 
eess is to adjust ventilators to the 
proper position at shipping point, seal 
them accordingly, and make record 
based on inspection at designated in- 
spection stations. 

Definition of “Standard Ventila- 
tion” as provided by tariff is: “Stand- 
ard ventilation means. that on ail 
perishable freight, except pineapples, 
tomatoes and sweet potatoes, all ven- 
tilating devices will be closed as soon 
as practicable after the outside tem- 
perature falls to 82 degrees above 
zero, and all ventilating devices will 
be opened as soon as-practicable after 
the outside temperature rises above 


82-degrees sabove zero.” The same 
rule ‘applies to pineapples, tomatoes 
and ‘sweet potatoes except “that the 
degree of temperature at ‘which ven- 
tilating . devices. will be regulated: is 
40 instead of 32. 


_ Watch: Temperature 

To comply with the rule, the party 
in‘charge-of the car, that is the yard 
clerk, agent or conductor, whether it 
be moving or.at rest—night or day 
must know what the prevailing tem- 
perature is: For that reason produc- 
ing stations are supplied with ther- 
mometers and record is made showing 
position of ventilators and prevailing 
temperature. Designated inspection 
stations are provided with self regis- 
tering thermographs, which, being 
delicate and expensive instruments, 
must be located, cared for and ad- 
justed as required by chief engineer’s 
instructions of February 18, 1925. 
Weekly charts are removed from 
thermograph and sent to chief en- 
gineer, who has blue print copy made 
and furnished Freight Protection De- 
partment so that temperature records 
may be furnished for claim purpose 


without the necessity of directing in- - 


quiry to inspection stations. Position 
of ventilators is determined by in- 
spection, adjustment made if neces- 
sary, and record posted, 

Conductor of each train containing 
one or more cars of perishable freight 
under ventilation is furnished a form 
containing a list of such cars. with 
ventilation instructions. Cabooses in 
perishable freight service are equipped 
with thermometers. Position of venti- 
lators is checked by conductor and 
record of changes when required and 
prevailing temperature is recorded on 
the form, which is forwarded by the 
terminal agent to Freight Protection 
Department for check and record pur- 
poses in event of claim, thus facili- 


<= —$_——- 


tating claim investigations and elimi- 
nating necessity of writing conduc- 
tors for record. 

In. view of the carriers’ obligation 
to afford the service provided by the 
contract, which is the ‘bill of lading, 
and the severe claim penalties which 
result from: failures, the very -best 
eare and judgment must be and has 
been used in handling. perishable 
freight under ventilation. The record 
which the Southern Pacific Co., Pa- 
cific Lines, has made is evidence of 
that fact. During the year 1927, in- 
vestigation of claims on perishable 
freight under ventilation required use 
of 13,799 records. 13,741, or 99.58 
per cent, proved that the ventilators 
had been regulated as required. In- 
cidentally, the small percentage of 
error, 0.42 per cent, resulted in claim 
penalties of $5,926.37.

After four ‘years’ ap- 
prenticeship, he ‘became a full-fledged 
machinist and -was given his first 
regular job in October, 1880, Except 
for ‘a few months during 1884,. when 
he was ‘doing some emergency work 
‘at ‘the Los Angeles shops, he con- 
tinued as a machinist until August, 
1912. He was then appointed general 
rate inspector and, in July, 1919, was 
promoted to Mechanical Department 
estimator, the position he was holding 
at the time of his retirement at the 
age of 69, after a service of 52 years 
9 months. 

Such is a brief outline of Charlie 
Rippon’s service with Southern Pa- 
cific. To have him tell it, that’s all 
there is to the story. But during those 
years he did something more than 
carry messages, run a lathe and esti- 
mate piece-work costs. While he was 
advancing to a high position in his 
mechanical profession, he was gain- 
ing a place of high esteem in the 
hearts of his associates. Probably no 
veteran has left the ranks at Sacra- 
mento with a greater circle of friends, 
in and out of the railroad family, or 
who was more universally admired 
for his kindly characteristics, than 
was Charlie Rippon. 

For many years he was the Com-

pany’s “champion” worker in promot- 
ing “Safety First,” each year turning 
in more useful suggestions for pre- 
venting accidents than any other em- 
ploye on the Pacific Lines. During 
that period he was general rate in- 
spector and his work took him over a 
large part of the plant every day. 
This gave him a chance to see men at 
all classes of work. The carelessness 
and thoughtlessness he saw prompted 
him to take a part in the campaign for 
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safety, He was appointed on the 
safety committee and every morning 
he made it a rule to ‘spend half an 
hour or so among the -employes in 
some particular part of the plant. 
Because of his mechanical skill and 
knowledge of shop practices, he was 
able to quickly detect carelessness 
and could suggest a safer way of 
doing the work. “There are no short- 
cuts untess they are safe,” was shis 
safety slogan, and under this banner 
he led Sacramento Shops to several 
victories in the safety campaign. 

When he took up the duties of esti- 
mator for the Mechanical Department, 
he found it necessary to relinquish his 
activity in safety work to some of the 
other “boys,” but even then he was so 
imbued with the habit that he con- 
tinued to pick up safety suggestions 
which were passed on to others, 

Saw Great Progress 

Remarkable development was made 
in railroad equipment during Charlie’s 
half century of service. He helped to 
build locomotives that weighed 66,000 
pounds, were 52 feet long, had 17x24- 
inch cylinders and 62-inch drivers, 
and could develop a tractive power 
of 14,480 pounds. While he was still 
working at the shops, the Company 
placed in service huge locomotives 
that weigh 736,100 pounds, are 101 
feet long, have cylinders 25x32 inches 
and 68%$-inch drivers, and can de- 
velop a tractive power of 96,530 
pounds. Passenger cars, freight cars, 
dining cars and other equipment, as 
well us shop machinery, have gone 
through similar stages of development 
during Charlie Rippon’s days at 
Sacramento Shops. 

His friends at the shops tell many 
humorous things about Charlie, aside 
from the faet that he had an insati- 
able “sweet tooth” and almost always 
carried candy in his pocket, It was 
hard for him to break away from the 
bicycle era. He much perferred his 
“bike” to the early-day street cars 
and for some time held out against 
the automobile. One day a chugging 
little motor-buggy crowded him off 
the street into the gutter and he de- 
cided it was time to junk the bicycle.

Your Doctor 


'MPLOYES are invited to write the Gen- 

éral Hospital Department at San Fran- 
cisco ‘for medical advice.. Some of the ques- 
tions will be answered impersonally in this 
column each month, or letters will be writ- 
ten personally to the employe. 


Question: 
TTACHED is a clipping regard- 
ing the value of meat. Think- 
ing it might apply to my case, I am 
sending it to you and would be pleased 
to have your views on the matter. 

About 1906 or 1907 I developed tu- 
berculosis of the left lung, which 
has never ceased to: be active for any 
length of time, and, in 1912, thinking 
that the Arizona climate would prove 
beneficial to me, I transferred to the 
Tucson Division and have been here 
ever since. I have not ceased to work 
on account of my trouble, but am in 
a rather run-down condition and take 
colds very easily. Have not had a 
medical examination for years and 
no attention from doctors to speak 
of. On several occasions I have tried 
to obtain a tonic or other medicines 
that I thought would assist me in 
getting in better health. However, I 
have not been able to get much at- 
tention except probably a prescrip- 
tion for something that I could go to 
the drug store and buy. 

Would be thankful for any advice 
or help you could give me in regard 
to my diet or mode of living. My 
height is 5 feet 10 inches and weight 
at present 147 pounds with my 
clothes on. My stomach is good and 
am not badly undernourished, and, 
aside from taking cold so easily and 
expectorating considerably, I am in 
fair health, I am of the opinion that 
cod liyer oil would be considerable 
help to me and would appreciate your 
view on the subject, and, if in the af- 
firmative, would it be possible to ob- 
tain the oi! from the Hospital De- 
partment? 

Answer: 

I judge from your long service that 
‘you are a man upward of fifty years 
of age, and, for your height, which 
you state, you are fairly well nouwr- 
ished, It would seem also that your 
tubereulosis is of the fibroid type 
which occurs in people with good re- 
sistance, where infection is not mas- 


- sive and the process of healing goes 


on by formation of scar tissue. The 
mistake you made was in not devoting 
time for cure early in’ ‘the ‘disease, 
when a few months of absolute rest 
in bed might have then stopped the 
process for good. . It is because you 
have not been -willing to take the 
thing seriously enough that you have 
in .all probability received no more 


than |‘ casual ‘consideration “from ‘the 


doctors “of ‘whom ‘you: speak. ...The 
profession realizes thatthe cure of 
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tuberculosis is a long, slow . process, 
wand that absolute rest~is: essential, 
As you have kept on ‘for twenty-five 
years with your trouble, it is Ukely 
that you are having a slow encroach- 
ment/‘of the process in the lungs. A 
complete review of your . present 
status would be necessary in order to 
advise ‘you what is best to do, This 
should include a statement as to 
whether or not you have fever, ‘to be 
based on the taking of your tempera- 
ture at 8 a, m. and 5 p.m. for three 
or four days, the amount of purulent 
material you expectorate, and a phy- 
sical examination of your chest, and 
an X-ray taken. From your letter you 
have expressed your own opinion very 
plainly as to what you think ought -to 
be- done, but that is not a medical 
opinion and‘ could not be expressed 
without full) understanding of the 
facts, and that,-of course, means the 
sort of review that is outlined above. 

Tonics are dangerous remedies, as 
they generally treat symptoms only 
and’ do not deal with underlying 
causes, which should, if possible, be 
removed. Cod Liver Oil, valuable as 
it is, ought not to be used unless one 
has fall understanding of all these 
conditions, and it is certainly not a 
substitute for rest. We would advise 
you te secure all these facts about 
your condition from our local repre- 
sentative and, if they are sent to us 
by him, we would be glad to eansult 
with him about proper course for you, 
enabling you, if possible, to keep on 
with your work. You are fortunate 
in having a good digestion, and the 
addition of fats to your food in the 
form of cream, butter, olive oil, fat 
meat, bone-marrow and yolks of eggs 
is all desirable. 

Referring to the article which you 
enclosed on the value of meat, I wish 


Luck ky icy Kid! 
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to call your attention to the state- 
ment, “Fat in meat or fat in the form 
of cod liver oil, is perhaps the most 
important food for building up re- 
sistance,” Apart from this statement, 
there: is nothing else of value in the 
article, The value of liver in the diet 
is that it contains iron in a form 
easily assimilated, and, eating two 
ounces of liver in some form once a 
day, will have a most powerful effect 
in overcoming anaemia. A balanced 
diet, with plenty of fresh fruit and 
vegetables, a reasonable amount of 
meat and the fats enumerated, should 
do all that can be done to help you, 
apart from the rest, whieh is even 
more important. Why not go to bed 
when you go home from work, have 
your dinner and breakfast in bed, and 
spend at least fourteen hours of each 
day on your back? If you have any 
additional time off, spend it in bed, 
for, after all, rest is the sovereign 
remedy for your disorder, 


Question: 
Y son has been suffering from 
a nose disease which effects 
him when he arises in the morning. 
He starts to sneeze just after he 
wakes up, then his nose runs and his 
eyes begin to water. Later his nose 
seems to be stuffed until about noon, 
except on some warm mornings from 
noon until next morning he is better 
unless he inhales some dust or smelis 
a flower which causes him to sneeze. 
I have been told that a dry and 
high climate would do better for him. 
Would appreciate if you could answer 
personally and also if you could give 
me some information what to do. He 
has been bothered for about three to 
four years with the same. 


Answer: 


It is probable that your son has 
some disease in the accessory sinuses 
of the upper air passages, which are 
aggravated by dust and the pollen of 
certain flowers, and, frequently, by 
changes in temperature. It is barely. 
possible that the condition is more on 
line of what is called hay-fever; al- 
though I gather from your descrip- 
tion that there is more to it than that, 
If it were merely hay-fever, perhaps 
a change in climate would do it good. 
First of all, you should have the nasal 
condition investigated by a compe- 
tent nose specialist, who may also 
wish to have X-ray plates made of the 
sinuses.

HE other day, while trying to de- 

cide in my own mind just what 
qualities go to the making of a good 
freight solicitor, a man whom I have 
known for the past ten years, and 
who to my mind has made a reason- 
able success of the freight solicitation 
game, walked into my office. 

To get his reaction, without pre- 
amble, I asked him the direct ques- 
tion: 

“To what do you attribute your suc- 
cess as a freight solicitor?” 

Without hesitation he answered, 
“My positive identification by the 
public as a freight solicitor, and par- 
ticularly a Southern Pacific solicitor. 
In other words, I try to make my 
acquaintances, both old and new, 
recognize me as a solicitor first and 
as an individual afterward, so that 
the first thought of an old friend upon 
sceing me is, ‘What can I do to help 
him,’ and of my new friends to keep 
me and the Southern Pacifie in mind 
when routing future business.” 

“That is all right as far as it goes,” 
said I, “but how do you create this 
feeling ?” 

“By ‘shooting square’ with every- 
body. I mean by this that I never 
stall, but follow every proper request 
through to the end. If I know that 
we cannot subscribe to a certain re- 
quest I say frankly why we cannot do 
it, and by following this practice I 
rarely find myself ‘in Dutch.’ Also, 
I never try to secure business by the 
use of half truths. For instance, if I 
find a shipper is in favor of all-rail 
routing from New York, I do not tell 
him that we can give him as satisfac- 
tory service that way as via the Mor- 
gan Line, but I do tell him that the 
time from New York to Tucson via 
Morgan Line and rail is ten days, 
whereas our time from Chicago is 
eight days, plus . 
the time from 
New York to 
Chicago, which is 
several days 
more. After this 
is thoroughly in 
his mind, we have 
no trouble in se- 
curing his busi- 
ness to the Mor- 
gan Line, In 

other words, I do 
not take advan- 
tage of a ship- 
per’s or receiver's 
preference and 
acquiesce therein 
when I know that 
we cannot give 
him service via 
the route that he 
prefers as satis- 
faetorily as we 
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But as a matter of fact the San Diego

ean. via another::route. . After. one 
demonstration of-our service via.the 


holding future business thereto. 

“To. my new acquaintances I intro- 
duce myself as-“belonging . to the 
Southern Pacifie:‘and -at their .service 
in helping them‘in:every ‘way possible 
with their freight:problems. This is 
not an idle statement, but :a PROMISE 
‘that I always try:to-keep. If it be a 
matter :of service;’I-try to be able to 
tell them promptly. what service we 
ean render on carload and LCL ship- 
ments from all points. -If it is.a mat- 
ter of rates, I.make ‘a memorandum 
and either have a:rate clerk look into 
the situation or look it up myself, 
then go back to the customer with.the 
information. In any case, I do not 
delay getting the information to him, 
as any freight solicitor of experience 
knows how disastrous such delays 
may be. To this, more than anything 
else, I attribute my success, 

Position of Dignity 

“My position with the Southern 
Pacific is one of dignity and I bear 
this in mind always when making 
calls. I have never yet introduced 
myself as a Southern Pacific repre- 
sentative without being received in a 
manner befitting my position. I am 
naturally diffident in approaching 
strangers and the fact that I intro- 
duce myself as representing the 
Southern Pacific has helped me 
through many a hard situation. 

“To sum up the whole matter, I 
would say the reason that I make a 
success of freight solicitation is be- 
cause I get REAL SATISFACTION 
out of every car I get. When a man 
gives me a carload of freight, my ap- 
preciation is reflected in my attitude 
toward him, making it difficult for 
him to route the next car adversely. 

“These things, together with the 
fact that I also try to keep myself 
informed how all a customer’s busi- 
ness moves, so that I can remind him 
about an occasional adverse car, keeps 
me well on top of the situation.”

Stricken while getting. ready,.to -go “to a 
theater, Johannes oJ. Johanson, chief. opera- 
tor for the East Bay 
Electrio™ Lines, died 
at his home in Oak- 
Jand, December 26. 

Mr. Johansen had

lines. “He was ap- 
pointed chief opera- 
tor in 1914 and his 
headquarters were at 
the Fruitvale Power 
House.

Surviving him are three children, Mildres 
and August Johansen of Oakland, und Mrs.

The following tribute to Mr. Johansen was 
written by A. H. Babcock, electrical en,

In the death of Johannes Johansen the 
Company has lost a devoted servant of its 
interests; the East Bay Lines have lost one 
who for nearly twenty years has striven 
night and day for perfect service; and many 
who survive lim have lost a friend who 
will remain in their memories until they, 
too, follow him. 

Born and educated in Denmark, he, like 
many of his countrymen, left for political 
reasons to seek a haven in this jand of 
opportunity, where he could think his own 
way and speak, when necessary, free from 
governmental shpervision. 

Landed here, his purse was well-nigh 
empty, but his frail body carried a well- 
trained mind and a big heart filled to over: 
fiowing “with those divine attributes that 
win respeet, admiratian and friends. 

And justly he won the really worthwhile 
things of this life, those things which no 
money can buy: Loyalty, for he was loyal 
down ‘as well as up; Respect, for respectin} 
himself he created an utmosphero around 
him within which every thoughtful person 
feels respectful; Admiration, for he himself 
embodied those virtues we ali wish to exhibit 
te others; Friends he won because to all 
he was helpful and be possessed in_large 
measure that rare gift of the geds—Charm. 

He was not satisfied io ronder passable 
service. The common standard of effective 
train service. was! nob goud enough; the 
East Bay trains must have power for 100 
per cent service. This was his minimum 
standard of service, and to attain to this 
standard he drove ‘himself night and day. 
As Kipling has said, ‘‘But when o man's 
work takes him, he must go on till it lets 
him go.’” 

So Jo lived, and so he diced, just as he 
must have wished to go. 

Many centuries ago a famous Roman Em- 
peror gave advice to his son, much of which 
is good today: ‘‘Hvery moment think 
steadily as a Roman and a man to do what 
thou hast in hand with perfect and simple 
dignity, and fecling of affection, and freedom, 
and justice; and to give thyself relief from 
all other thoughts,’ 

Whether Jo knew these words, I know 
not, but from his life I know that they 
might have been his creed,
